WASHINGTON, June 4.—(UN)— 
A bill providing for United States 
court commissioner hearings in “petty 
offense” prohibition cases involving 
a gallon or less of liquor, designed to 
replace in part the grand jury and 
jury trial machinery, was passed by 
the house today. 

The vote was 218 to 170.

IONIA, Mich., June 4.—Their brief 

fling at liberty ended, 10 of the 13 
criminal madmen who escaped from 
the state hospital for the criminally 
insane here yesterday morning, to- 
night were back in their cells, 

The remaining three, one of them 
a dangerous murderer, still were at 
large. They are believed to be rid- 
ing in an automobile stolen near here 
last night. It was reported they had 
passed through St. Johns, Mich., this 
morning, but no further reports of 


their whereabouts have been received. 

With the capture of the majority 
of the lunatics the tension which held 
the citizens lessened. Doors which 
were kept closed and bolted while it 
was known the maniacs were at large, 
were thrown open again. and farm- 
ers who went about their chores yes- 
terday with loaded shotguns handy, 
relinquished their vigilance. 

Of the three men still at large, 
Henry Vaden, giant negro, is regard- 
ed as the most dangerous. Vaden, 
30 years old, is six feet six inches 
tall and powerfully built. He was 
convicted of murder in Detroit in 
1928, and sent to the state prison. 
Later he was transferred to the asy- 
lum. 

Believed to be with Vaden is Roy 
A. Wynkoop, 47, considered the most 
cunning of the 13 who made their 
way to freedom by overpowering 
guards and threatening the life of 
the night superintendent. 

Wynkoop was sentenced from De- 
troit after he invaded the courtroom 
of Judge Lamb, aimed a revolver at 
the judge, who was on the bench, 
and threatened to kill him unless he 
decided a case a certain way. He 
was subdued when tear gas bombs 
were tossed into the chamber. 

The third fugitive is Gerald Badg- 
ley, 20, who has spent most of his 
life in state institutions. He recent- 
ly was transferred to the hospital 
from a vocational school. The men 
are believed without funds, and offi- 
cers believe they plan to make their 
way by stealing cars.

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THE CENTRALIZATION CRUX. 

A trained and experienced news- 
paper man who has reported from 
the press galleries of the congress 
for over a score of years is now a 
member of the house from the In- 
dianapolis district. He happens to 
be a thoroughbred democrat and 
possessed by the spirit of such great 
Hoosier democr%ts as Hendricks, 
Voorhees, Tom Marshall and Sam 
Ralston. Quite naturally he is an 
ardent enemy of the forces and 
processes of federal government cen- 
tralization. 


Representative Ludlow has intro- 
duced a resolution for the creation 
of a commission to investigate and 
report upon the state of the federal 
government — “to consider centrali- 
zation of government in all of its 
aspects” and to report not later 
than the opening of congress in De- 
cember, 1931, whether, in its opin- 
ion, the government has departed 
from the concept of the founding 
fathers who wrote the constitution 
of the United States, and, if so, in 
what direction or directions. 

Perhaps, to secure wide public 
attention, the work of the proposed 
commission, if created, would be 
worth while; but without any com- 
mission's report it is possible to say 
to Representative Ludlow and all 
those eminent democrats and repub- 
licans who have endorsed his resolu- 
tion, that there isn’t any if so” 
about federal government centraliza- 
tion. It is as obvious as a car- 
buncle on Uncle Sam's forehead that 
the federal machine has been in late 
decades enormously expanded and 
absorbed into itself many of the 
original rights of citizens and of the 
states. 

Centralization is the work of the 
congress, aided by the federal su- 
preme court. None of the centraliz- 
ing has been accomplished by strict 
following of the constitution. The 
acts of congress effecting the cen- 
tralization are all repealable, and 
what is needed is a repealing anti- 
centralization congress and presi- 
dent.

It is especially wished by the 
promoters that Georgia shall be ade- 
quately represented at the confer- 
ence and particularly that dairy, 
fruit and vegetable producers in this 
state shall attend and contribute 
their experiences and submit their 
problems. 

Georgia conditions are interesting 
the farm board and farming authori- 
ties in the southeast and the middle 
west.

HIGHWAY HOMICIDES. 


The recent conference at Wash- 
ington on safety on the highways 
expressed the opinion that the best 
means of insuring life on the high- 
ways against the murderer drivers 
of automobiles would be a national 
traffic regulation law. 

This is another of the steps in 
the transference to the federal gov- 
ernment of functions clearly be- 
longing to the states and their sub- 
agencies. But the preservation of 
the lives of the people may force 
the thing to be done. 

Years ago the liquor dealers of 
the country generally ignored the 
laws regulating their dangerous 
tradé, obtained political power and 
corrupted public enforcement agen- 
cies. The people then resorted to 
the only possible remedy they 
could conceive — hence national 
constitutional prohibition.

They are defying traffic laws, 
are crashing over the city and 
country highways with utter con- 
tempt for other people’s rights and 
lives, and are killing persons at the 
rate of more than 90 every day of 
the year. 

Since state and municipal traffic 
rules do not seem adequate in 
terms and enforcement to reduce 
that rate of public slaughter, the 
people are rapidly reaching the 
opinion that they should have a na- 
tional code of traffic rules and the 
benefit of federal enforcement un- 
der the proposed federal misde- 
meanor law and inexcusable road 
homicides made a federal felony. 
Maybe such an experiment is well 
worthy of trial. 


THE USES OF GAS TAXES. 
The republic of Venezuela was 
burdened ten years ago with a 
heavy foreign debt that she saw no 
way to provide for in a long fu- 
ture ahead of her. It was even 
most burdensome to her people to 
supply the money to pay the an- 
nual interest to foreign bondhold- 
ers. 

Then came the discovery of oil 
in the republic, the development of 
a vast and profitable industry that 
readily lent itself to severance 
taxes. The money so flowing into 
the national treasury has put the 
government into. such fine fiscal 
shape that it now announces that 
the entire external debt of the re- 
public will be paid off in the pres- 
ent year. That is a happy consum- 
mation that no Venezulan would 
have dared to predict ten years 
ago. 

Here in the United States are 
half a score of states that are simi- 
larly being enriched by the reven- 
ues from oil resources discovered 
beneath them, while every state in 
the Union has discovered the rich- 
est oil product—gasoline—as a 
great source of internal revenue. 
At present, in most of the states, 
the growing gasoline taxes are al- 
located to road construction. But 
that application of gas taxes must 
soon dwindle to maintainance only, 
and the heavy revenues derived 
from users of gasoline will go to 
state purposes. In some 
cases bonded: debts will be paid off 
by them, in ‘others educational 
funds will be swelled, and in others

After the fantastic, and merited, 
success of Remarque’s “All Quiet on 
the Western Front,” here comes an- 
other volume on the war written by 
a Russian, S. Fedorchanko, this time. 
It is called: “The People at War.” 
It is neither a romance nor a storied 
account, but a collection of remarks 
and opinions on the subject of the 
war heard by the author in the 
trenches and in the snowy passes of 
the Carpathian mountains. Nothing 
more tragic has been produced in the 
ine of war literature than the dem- 
onstration of ignorance of the aver- 
age Russian soldier, who hadn’t the 
remotest idea why he fought and who 
was led on by a complete resignation 
until the revolt. “The moujik does 
not like to die for the czar, he is too 
closely attached to his land. The land 
is to the moujik his father and his 
mother; war is his enemy.” The 
book is full of such touching and 
naive quotations from the conversa- 
tions of peasant soldiers. In all of 
them lies something of the virus of the 
revolt that swept the old world away 
in Russia in 1917. The war seems 
to have been the great experience of 
their lives for millions of moujiks. 
It was in the army that they had the 
first glimpse of a new order of things. 
They hung on to this version, even 
if it involved smashing and trampling 
all the old traditions. The book is a 
sort of retrospective explanation of 
the revolution, one might say. It is 
to be translated into English and will, 
no doubt, be eagerly read by all those 
to whom the whole Russian business 
during the last decade remains a 
great enigma. |

THE PHYSIOLOGY OF REST. 
FIRST STEPS IN THE ART 
OF RELAXATION. 


Peeple who find it difficult to get 
ta sleep at night, singers, persons who 
stutter or stammer, persons past mid- 
dle age who have high blood pressure 
or a tendency thereto, victims. of hic- 
cough, and young women who have 
functional difficulties of their own, 
should practice this diaphragmatic 
breathing every night and every 
morning for a minute or so: 

Lie on your. back with 
knees flexed and arms relaxed at 
your sides. Allow one hand to 
rest on belly, relaxed, to serve as 
an indicator of the belly’s move- 
ment. Now quietly and slowly 
lift the hand by taking gentle 
breath of air, to see how high the 
prolonged and moderately deep 
bulging or expansion of the belly 
will raise the hand. Then just 
as quietly and slowly let the air 
out and see how low the hand 
will fall as the belly sinks down 
with expiration. When the slow 
quiet expiration is finished, then 
follow it with a moderately forced 
expiration, to see whether you 
can contract the belly still more, 
though let the effort be always 
moderate, not a strain. 

Repeat the cycle perhaps ten 
times. 

Throughout the exercise strive 
to keep everything else relaxed as 
though paralyzed, except the dia- 
phragm and belly. This is not 
sO easy as it may seem, but 
you'll learn in time to carry out 
the exercise with skill. The ideal 
is even, smooth, free action of 
the diaphragm and belly, without 
jerky movements, strain or hin- 
drance. 

Dr. Clelia Duel Mosher describes in 
detail this exercise in her book Per- 
sonal Hygiene for Women,” published 
by the Stanford University Press, 
California, and she has found the

Points to Bill as Ignoble 
Failure as Far as Ap- 
preciable Farm Relief Is 
Concerned.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Final 
rejection by house and senate con- 
ferees of the export debenture provis- 
ion of the tariff bill brought from 
Senator Walter F. George, of Georgia, 
today a bitter denunciation of the 
claim by administration leaders that 
the measure will give any appreciable 
aid to agriculture, 

The Georgia senator held the floor 
for more than an hour in a vigorous | 
speech against the tariff bill con- 
ference report. 1 

Calling attention to a recent state- 
ment by the tariff commission in 
which it was asserted that agriculture 
will receive “great benefit” from the 
bill, he declared that such a state- 
ment, if made seriously, “leaves the 
intelligence of the commission open to 
question.” At the same time he served 
notice that he would vote against the 
confirmation of any democratic mem- 
ber of the commision who may have 
been a party to the 5 of the 
statement and whose reappointment 
may be sent to the senate in the fu- 
ture by the president. 

President Hoover himself did not 
escape the fury of the Georgia sena- 
tor 1 on the bill. 

The argument is being made in 
behalf of the administration,“ Senator 
George said, “that the evils of the 
bill arising from excessive rates can 
be corrected by the president later 
through the operation of the flexible 
provision, If I were president of the 
United States I would not appreciate 
that argument being made in my be- 
half. It is almost a direct challenge 
of the president’s integrity for him 
to say that some of- the rates are too 
~ and yet be willing to sign the 
ill. 


“Nearly one million articles are di- 
rectly or indirectly affected by the 
bill, yet Mr. Hoover undertakes to 
say that any evils of excessive rates

Declaring this to be absurd,“ Sen- 
ator George pointed out that the tariff 
commission during the past nine years 
of its existence has issued only 37 
reports on schedules, adding: 

How can the president through 
the commission correct all of the er- 
rors in the bill, in the remaining time 
he will spend in the white house, even 
though elected to another term of four 
years?” 

In defending the economie sound- 
ness of export debenture, Senator 
George, a member of the finance com- 
mittee having jurisdiction over the 
tariff, brought to the attention of the 
chamber the views on the subject of 
three men who, he said, were entitled 
to consideration in the accepted weight 
of their opinion. Alexander Hamil- 
ton, regarded as the founder of the 
present protective policy in Ameriéa 
had placed himself on record during 
the early days of the republic. in sup- 
port of the theory that export deben- 
ture offers the only means of giving 
to agricultural commodities having an 
exportable surplus the same measure 
of protection extended to industry un- 
der the tariff system. 94

It would put 
into the hands of the farmers the one 
effective remedy against gambling on 
the exchanges. 

‘Any member of congress,” said 
Senator George, “who goes back home 
in the south or west after voting 
against debenture and tells the wheat 
or cotton farmer that the exchanges 
are taking his profits by keeping 
prices down ought to be reti to 
private life immediately.

One good rally 
though was witnessed as a result of 
Winnipeg reports that although * 
would help to minimize injury 
wheat from dust storms irrepetable 
damage had been done in many Ca- 
nadian districts, and that re-seeding 
over a large amount of territory 
would be essential.

HAMM READY 
FOR HIS TRY 
AT NEW MARK 


Doug Graydon Lost to 
Javelin Throw; Dixie

Georgia Tech is sending an all- 
jumping due to Chicago in Ed Hamm 
and Doug Graydon, who left Wednes- 
day night for the National Collegiate 
meet which begins Friday and con- 
cludes Savarday! i 

Graydon, one of the soutu’s great- 
est javelin throwers, will be unable 
to compete in his specialty because 
of an injured arm, it was learned 
Wednesday from Coach Hal Barron, 
one of the south's best track men. 


“Graydon has an injury which 
might become permanent if he throws 
any at the meet,” said Coach Barron. 
“He will not enter that event but 
will stick to the broad jump.” 


Ed Hamm. who held the world’s 
record until a few weeks ago when 
the Amateur Federation, meeting in 
Berlin, decided that Silvio Cator, Hai- 
tian jumper, was entitled to recogni- 
tion on a jump made in Paris at a 
small meet following the Olympic 
games in which Cator finished gecond. 


WANTS RECORD. 


Hamm, in good shape, is bent on 
setting a new record to better the 26 
feet and a bare fraction of an inch 
which Cator established as the new 
record, 


“Hamm is in pretty fair shape,” 
said Barron just before he and his two 
athletes left from the station at 6:15 
o'clock Wednesday. 


“I think he has a pretty good 
chance to come somewhere near that 
record but one can never be sure, At 
any rate he will be doing his best 
and that is pretty good,” he con- 
cluded. 


Hamm, reticent as usual, is deter- 
mined to give all he has in an effort 
to set a new world's mark. Much de- 
pends on the weather conditions and

NOTHING CAN BE PROVED.

Hamm is admittedly 
greatest broad jumper, his perform- 
ances being consistently ahead of 
others in his field. Cator's ** was 
far better than any other the Haitian 
ever made before, he finished several 
inches behind Hamm in the Olympic 
games, 


Graydon is an excellent jumper as 
Well as a javelin thrower and hopes 
to place. Both he and Hamm are good 
sprinters but will not enter the fast

ARPORT AT ST, MARYS 


ST. MARYS, Ga., June 4.—St. 
Marys has been selected as the site 
of the government emergency airport. 
The airport will be located on the 
city eom s at the northern part of 
the city and tlie county engineer is 
now laying out the land for the run- 
ways. 

s soon as the necessary docu- 
ments are returned from the secre- 
tary of commerce work will begin 
immediately for the Clearing and pre- 
paring the field for use. 
| The city of St. Marys gave the land 
and a thousand dollars towards equip- 
ping the field. This intermediate 
field is being planned by the United 
States department of commerce. This 
is to be the first field north of Jack- 
sonville airport. 

John L. Rhodes, airways extension 
superintendent, of Washington, D. C., 
has given the following data which 
concerns the proposed airport here: 
Intermediate are lighted emergency 
field to be used by all fliers in an 
emergency. They are maintained by 
the department of commerce and can- 
not be used commercially, that is, by 
any fixed base operator, but can be 
used without restriction by priyate 
fliers. These fields are te be placed 
at 30-mile infervals on an airway 
which is to be called the Jacksonville- 
Richmond airway. 

The field will be lighted for night 
flying and beacon lights will be placed 
at 10-mile intervals, On this airway 
two runways will be 2,000 feet by 600 
feet at right angles, planned to be 
northeast by southwest, and north- 
west by southeast. They will be of 
adequate size for any airplane, No 
hangers will be constructed by the 
government, because fields will not 
be commercially used as long as it is 
under control of the government, 

The field can be taken over by mu- 
nicipality if desirable, or practical for 
use as a municipal airport, but field 
must be maintained at standard re- 
quired by the department of commerce.
